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Respondent has moved for reconsideration of the Board's decision of 19 June 2000 in
which we denied respondent’ s motions. Appellant opposes the motion.

We have carefully considered the parties submissions, including respondent’ s
22 August 2000 letter, and deny the motion. While respondent takes strong exception to the
Board's decision, respondent’ s motion is not based upon any newly discovered evidence or
legal theories which the Board failed to consider in formulating its original decision.



Accordingly, after consideration of respondent’ s motion we affirm our decision.
